Kishi was greeted by Interior 
Minister Nguyen Huu Chau, 
who led the Japanese delegation 
through the carpeted halis to 
the _second floor where the 
President was waiting. 

“The two leaders then posed 
for news photographers. 

Kishi’s plane landed in Sai- 
gon as scheduled at 11:45 a.m. 
(1:45 p.m, JST). 

Kishi was greeted as he stepp- 
ed from his plane by Foreign 
Minister Vu Van Mau, Secretary 
of the Interior Nguyen Huu 
Chau and members of South 
Vietnam’s protocol staff. 

After shaking hands _ all 
around, the Premier stood, hat 
im hand, as a Vietnamese army 
band played the Japanese na- 
tional anthem and the Vietna- 
mese anthem. . 

Dressed in a white tropi 
suit, the Japanese statesman re 
viewed an honor guard and 
shook hands with members of 
the Saigon diplomatic corps be 
fore making a short speech in 
Japanese. 

It was immediately translated 
into French by one of the mem- 
bers of the Japanese Embassy 
in’ Saigon. 

In his airport speech Kishi 

said: “Having just arrived in 
Saigon for the first visit of my 
second goodwill tour of South- 
east Asia, I heartily appreciate 
your cordial welcome. 
_“} deem it a great honor and 
pleasure to visit the Republic 
of<Vietnam where President 
Ngo Dinh Diem is displaying 
great leadership. 

“The purpose of my present 
visit is to convey -the high 
esteem and courtesy of the 
Japanese people to your country 
which is now making sound 
development as a new independ- 
ent’ State and to deepen mutual 
understanding . and promote 
friendly relations between our 
two countries through contacts 
with the President and other 
leaders of the Government, 

“There is still an unsettled re- 
perations question between the 
two countries. 

“But I hope the two govern- 
ments will solve this and other 
diffieulties through their efforts 
so. they may be able to work 
more effectively for the con- 
solidation of free countries and 
the. cooperation and economic 
development in Asia, 

“I sincerely hope my stay 
here, although very short, will 
contribute to the opening of a 
way toward a new era of closer 
relationship between our two 
countries.” s:

Red Rebels Join 


Laos Government 

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) 
—The Laotian Parliament 
Tuesday unanimously ap- 
proved Prince Souvanna 
Phouma’s coalition Govern- 
ment which includes Com- 


munist-led Pathet Lao 
rebels. 

“The Red-inspired Pathet 
Lao ended its. rebellion 


against the Royal Govern- 
ment of landlocked Laos by 
surrendering control of its 
6,000-man army and two 
northern provinces, Hanoi 
| Radio reported Tuesday. 

In a Move generaliy inter- 
preted as a sharp setback to 
the West the dissident 
Pathet Lao yielded its 
authority over the provinces 
of Phong Saly and its well- 
trained armed forces Mon- 
day in exchange for a share 
in the new coalition Govern- 
ment, the radio said. 

Pathet Lao’s leader Prince 
Souphanouvong will be 
Minister of Planning, Re- 
construction and Town Plan- 
ning to the proposed coali- 
tion. 

The United States, France 
and Britain have long op- 
posed permitting the Pathet 
Lao taking part in the 
Royal Government on the 
grounds it wottld be a step 
toward future subversion, 


P.I. Hands 
Japan Note 
On Travel 


~ MANTLA™ (AP)—The™ Philfp- 
pines Tuesday handed Japan 
what Foreign Secretary Felix- 
berto Serrano termed “our more 
or less final” proposal in a dis- 
pute over travel between the 
two nations. 

Serrano reportedly asked 
Japanese Ambassador Morio Yu- 
kawa to get an answer from 
Tokyo by Friday and said the 
Philippines wants a settlement 
of the touchy problem before 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
arrives Dec. 6. 

Philippine demands call for 
“most favored nation” treatment 
of Filipinos traveling in Japan 
regarding customs and other 
government regulations and 
lays down a definite policy on 
visits here by Japanese busi- 
nessmen. 

The Serrano note is a counter- 
proposal to a Japanese demand 
for reciprocity and relaxation of 
bans on travel here by Japanese 
businessmen. 

Serrano’s latest proposal, 
which he said would be chang- 
ed only with great difficulty, 
would limit the stay here of 
Japanese “businessmen, traders 
and technicians” to a total of six 
months, including the original 
two months and two extensions, 
Yukawa reportedly protested 
that but Serrano told him it 
was pure reciprocity. 

The note also called for a ceil- 
ing of 200 Japanese businessmen 
here at any one time and the 
right to determine on individual 
basis which will be allowed to 
come here and if the trip is 
necessary. Serrano said the 
Philippines is willing to have 
reciprocity on this point. 

The Philippine proposal said 
this nation is willing to give the 
usual automatic visas to dipio- 
mats and also to Japanese tour- 
ists who would be allowed to 
come for’ three years on a 
standard prearranged employ- 
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ment basis.

New 5-Year 
Plans Bared; 
82% Export 
Hike Urged 


Japan’s Economic  Delibera- 
tion Council yesterday revealed 
the details of a new five-year 
economic plan that aims at in- 
creasing this nation’s exports to 
$4,730 million by fiscal 1962—an 
increase of 82 per cent over the 
actual export figure for fiscal 
1956. 


The council, an advisory or- 
gan to the Government, has 
been working on the plan for 
the last seven months, It is 
scheduled to present it to the 
ministries concerned next Mon- 
day after a general meeting of 
the EDC has approved it earlier 
in the day. 


Meanwhile, the Policy Board 
of the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party yesterday announced a 
new five-year economic plan 
that was practically identical 


‘with the one drafted by the 


EDC at the request of the Eco- 
nomic Planning Agency. 


The Opposition Socialists im- 
mediately denounced the Libe- 
ral-Democratic plan as “imprac- 
tical,” saying the goals set in it 
could not be achieved. 


The plan drafted by the EDC— 
headed by Ichiro Ishikawa, one 
of Japan’s leading businessmen 
—contained these goals: 

1. An annual economic 
growth of 6.5 per cent from fis. 
cal 1958; 

2. The total national produc- 
tion to be increased by 41 per 
cent and industrial production 
by 60 per cent by the end of the 
plan’s last year; 

3. An export increase to $4,- 
730 million; imports to go up 
by 34 per cent over the 1956 
figure to a total of $4,840 mil- 
lion. This would result in a 
surplus of $150 million in the 
nation’s international account, 
if revenues from invisible trade 
are included; 

4. About 4,870,000 new jobs 
by 1962. This figure was based 
on estimations that ‘Japan’s 
labor population (aged 15-59) 
would grow by an average of 
1.9 per cent per year; 

5. Improvement of the peo- 
ple’s living standard by reduc- 
ing the perceptage food ex- 
penses now take up in the 
family budget; the building of 
1,100,000. to 1,200,000 new 
houses with state funds during 
the five-year period. 

The - plan drafted by the 
Liberal-Democratic Party, how- 
ever, also stressed the need to 
formulate a 10 to 20-year “funda- 
mental economic program.” 

The Government is expected 
to decide on one of the two 
plans submitted by Dec. 10. The 
Tory plan yesterday was refer- 
red to the party’s Policy Deli- 
beration Council where it may 
undergo revisions. 

Tomomi Narita, vice chairman 
of the Socialist Party’s Policy 
Board, said in a statement that 
the “failure” of the first five- 
year plan had proved that any 
long-range program under capi- 
talism “remains just an objec- 
tive.” 

He said the weakness of 
Japan’s economy lay in small 
business enterprises and the 
underdeveloped agricultural in- 


dustry. And the Tory plan 
ignores this important fact, 
merely promises aid in “an 


abstract way,” Narita said, 
The Socialist spokesman said 
that if the ruling party really 
wishes to increase Japan’s ex- 
port to the level mentioned in 
the five-year plan revealed yes- 
terday, then it is “necessary to 
place emphasis on trade with 
Communist China, Russia and: 
Southeast Asia rather than on 
trade with the United States.” 


Strike Hits France. 
As Vote Is Due 


PARIS (Kyodo-UP)—A  na- 
tionwide strike by civil ser- 
vants hit France Tuesday short- 
ly before Premier Felix Gail- 
lard faced the National Assem- 
bly for a vote of confidence on 
his emergency plan to save the 
French economy. 

The Premier, in office scarce- 
ly two weeks, was expected to 
survive his first major parlia- 
mentary test because of major 
international issues at stake. 

The crux of the program is 
his demand for authority to 
raise $240 million in new taxes.

VIENNA (AP) — Antonin 
Novotny, 53-year-old chief of the 
Communist Party, Tuesday was 
named the new President of 
Czechoslovakia by the Com- 
munist-controlied Czechoslovak 
Parliament, meeting in special 
session. 


He succeeds Antonin Zapo- 
tocky, who died last Wednes- 
day. 

Novotny was nominated by 
Prime Minister Viliam Siroky 
on behalf of the Communist 
Party and the National Front 
Organization. 

There were no other nomina- 
tions, 


Siroky added “The Czecho- 
slovak Communist Party con- 
siders it necessary to combine 
the post of First Party Secre- 
tary with that of the nation’s 
President.” 


This meant that Novotny 
would continue to hold the party 
reins in addition to assuming 
the presidency—which in 
‘Czechoslovakia still holds the 
title of “President of the Re 


public.” eS 


Among those at the session 
were Soviet President Kliment 
Voroshilov and Marshal Ivan §&.

They came 
for the funeral, at which both 
Novotny and Siroky pledged

Decision Hailed in

WASHINGTON (AP)—Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles Tuesday said the Japa- 
nese court verdict in the case 
of William Girard indicated a 
very fair trial had been con- 
ducted, 


WASHINGTON (INS) 
—Diplomats and congres- 
sional leaders said Mon- 
day night the Girard deci- 
sion will go far toward 
soothing U.S. fears over 
status of forces treaties 
around the world. 


The three-year suspended 
sentence had been anticipated, 
and was viewed with little sur- 
prise in the US. 


Military officials said the 
American Specialist 3.C. ‘was 
given a much lighter sentence 
than he probably would have 
received at the hands of a gen- 
eral court-martial. 


There were sighs of relief 
within the State Department 
over the obvious generosity of 
the Japanese court in dealing 
with Girard. 


State Department officials 
said the fact Girard was not 
given a sentence out of propor- 
tion to his crime would. take 
much of the wind out of the 
sails of those circles that have 
been urging that the U.S. drop 
its status of forces treaties else- 
where in the world. 


Congressional. circles -that 
have opposed status of forces 
treaties inede Tt clear~their ob- 
jection was one of principle and 
should be applied~.equally in 
Europe as well as Asia. 


Sen. Ralph E, Flanders (R.- 
Vt.), a member of the Senate 
armed services subcommittee 
which investigated the Girard 
case, said the punishment “sup- 
ports the contention for having 
certain trials in foreign courts.” 
But he said the “principle” is 
still under question. 


Sen. George Aiken (R.-Vt.),

Graves Robbed 
To Decorate Home 


PLAINFIELD, Wis. (Kyodo-

Steel Unions 
Carry Out 
9th Strike 


Workers of various steel mills, 
including Japan’s Big Three 
makers—Fuji, Yawata Iron and 
Steel and Japan Steel and Tube, 
yesterday morning launched 
another strike to push their 
demand for higher wages. 

The walkout, ninth in a 
series since Oct. 8, was called 
by the i20,000-member Japan's 
Federation of Iron and Steel 
Workers Unions (Tekko Roren) 
as Management has rejected the 
union demand, 

Workers of Fuji, Yawata and 
Japan Steel and Tube and an- 
other major company, Kobe 
Steel, went on a 48-hour strike. 
Those of Sumitomo Metal In- 
dustries, another leading mill, 
started a 96-hour walkout, 


Among the smaller mills, 
Nichia Steel Works, Nichia Steel 
Tube, Yodogawa Steel and 
Japan Special Steel Tube were 
affected by partial strikes, 


On Monday, Dr. Ichiro Naka- 
yama, chairman of the Central 
Labor Relations Commission, 
advised the union and manage- 
ment to resume negotiations to 
bring the dispute to an early 
settlement. 


No favorable response came 
from either side on Nakayama’s 
recommendation. However, 
Nakayama appeared to be deter- 
mined to embark on compulsory 
mediation from around No. 25 
when the union is scheduled to 
launch its 10th wave action, 


According to Tekko Roren, 
the strikes have so far caused 
losses to companies amounting 
to some ¥18,500 million, Wage 
losses caused by the series of 
strikes are estimated at ¥1,450 
million.

Gifu Missile Tests 
Prove Successful 


NAGOYA (Kyodo) — The 
Kawasaki Aircraft Co. yesterday 
announced that successful ex- 
periments had been conducted 
with missiles manufactured on 
a trial basis at the company’s 
Gifu plant to obtain data for the 
designing of supersonic jet 
planes. 


The company said that seven 
winged test missiles—the first 
of their kind in Japan—were 
recently tried out at the foot of 
Mt. Fuji in the presence of ex- 
perts of the Defense Agency 
Technological Research Igst 
tute. 


The test missiles are 8 feet 
in length and 6 inches in dia- 
meter. They have a main wing 
and four tail fins and weigh 
50 kilograms. Solid fuel is used. 


In a series of experiments 
at the foot of Mt. Fuji since 
late October, the missiles were 
shot to an altitude of 10,000 
feet at a maximum speed of 
Mach 8.9.

Flu Claims 14 Children 


In One Day; 


Fourteen children died yester- 
day in Tokyo from influenza. 
The influenza death toll in To- 
kyo for this season is now 60, 
according to the Tokyo Metro- 
politan Influenza Prevention 
Headquarters, 

According to the Welfare 
Ministry the epidemic anrong 
school children is now nation- 
wide and 441,000 children have 
been affected. Fifty-one have 
died. 

It has been estimated that 
4,088 schools have been affected 
by the flu epidemic. Of these, 
1,621 were forced to close. And 
it has been noted that in To- 
kyo most of the schools affected 
by the present epidemic are 
those which escaped last sum- 
mer’s outbreak. 


Welfare Ministry officials be- 
lieve that the number of in- 
fluenza cases will decrease next 
month, This belief is founded 
on the fact that 80% of the 
population contracted the flu 
last summer and have thus de- 
veloped some immunity to the 
virus, Medical experts have

Virus A Tokyo 57 which is the 
Same virus that Caused last sum- 
mer’s epidemic. 

A shortage of anti-influenza 
vaccine is now troubling the 
Ministry which has 90 liters 
—enough for 180,000 persons. 
It is expected that another 90 
liters will be made available to- 
day and 80 liters more by the 
end of the month.

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New Zealand Wife Gives | 


Three Favorite Recipes 


By TSUGI SHIRAISHI 


“New Zealand housewives are 
good cooks. They bake cakes 
and can fruits and vegetables 
which grow in the garden,” says 
Mrs. J. C. Scott, wife of the 
commercial secretary of the 
New Zealand legation. She 
often entertains her friends at 
her hdme in Kojimachi and on 
such occasions prepares typical 
New Zealand dishes, 

“T used to cook a great deal 
in New Zealand, but here I am 
so busy with other things that 
I do not cook as much as I 
used to,” says the attractive 
diplomat's wife. Explaining 
how young girls in her country 
learn to cook, Mrs. Scott stated 
that recipes are handed down 
from generation to generation. 

“We also exchange recipes 
and very often recipe showers 
are given for prospective brides 
who are eager to collect dif- 
ferent ones” adds Mrs. Scott. 

New Zealand housewives do 
not use ready mixes, says Mrs. 
Scott. “In my country fresh 
butter costs only ¥100 per 
pound, so a lot of butter is used, 
but here butter is so expensive 
that I often use Crisco,” she 
began as she told us about her 
bacon and egg pie. “This can 
be served either hot or cold 
and is good for lunch or as 
cocktail titbits,” says Mrs. Scott. 


Bacon and Egg Pie 
Flaky pastry, % lb. bacon, 
5 or 6 eggs, sliced tomatoes, 
grated or Parmesan cheese. 
Line a deep pie plate with 
flaky pastry. Lightly fry halv- 
ed rashers of bacon and place 
them on top of the pastry. 
Break eggs on top of the bacon, 
pricking yolks with a fork and 
sprinkle salt and pepper. Place 
sliced tomatoes on top of eggs 
and sprinkle chopped parsley, 
seasoning and grated cheese, 
Cover with pastry and bake 
about one hour in moderate 
oven. Serve either hot or cold. 
Instead of bacon lightly fried 
Sausages, cut in rounds and 
placed on top of the pastry or 
a combination of sausages and 
bacon or ham may be used. 
Green peas sprinkled on top of 
tomatoes are another nice addi- 
tion, according to Mrs. Scott. 
Another of Mrs. Scott’s re- 
cipes is for Beaumont Slices 
which she says is delicious, but 
costly and takes time to bake. 
“This is for special occasions 
such as Christmas,” she adds. 
This is a soft textured choco- 
late cake cooked in thin lay- 
ers with a top encrusted with 
nuts, dried fruits and fudge. 
Beaumont Slices 
Topping; 4 ozs. butter, 1 


“Do not overbake” is Mrs. 
Scott’s warning. 

Place a piece of paper on a 
wire rack and turn out the cake 
on it as soon as you take it out 
of the oven. Leave to cool, 
then cut into narrow fingers 
when cold. Serve fruit side up. 

“This cake keeps for some 
time, so we usually bake it be- 
fore festive occasions,” says 
Mrs. Scott. 

“In New Zealand our neigh- 
bors drop in for a chat or to 
listen to good music after din- 
ner. On such occasions I serve 
savory fingers which is easy to 
prepare,” she says. 

Savory Fingers 

Grate 4% lb. cheese and mix to 
stiff consistency with tomato 
chutney or relish or ketchup 
adding a few dashes of Wor- 
chestshire sauce. 

Have slices of bread 1% inch 
thick and spread the mixture, 
Trim edges and cut into fingers 
or small squares. Sprinkle 
with chopped bacon or small 
pieces of tomatoes and bake in 
the oven for about 10 to 15 
minutes until bacon becomes 
crisp, Serve as canapes or 
savories with coffee, 

Mrs. Scott is active in many 
women’s clubs generously giv- 
ing her time and service. She 
is a volunteer teacher at the 
Tokyo YWCA and serves on the 
board of the women’s Round- 
table Club of Japan and the 
Tokyo Women’s Club. Though 
her sojourn in Tokyo has not 
been long she has made many 
friends both in the Japanese 
and foreign communities be 
cause of her charming and 
friendly personality,

India Moves 


to Call Halt 


To Congestion in Ports 


NEW DELHI (Kyodo-Reuter) 
~—India is taking emergency 
steps to improve the working 
of its ports which frequently 
get congested through heavy 
imports of stee] and machinery 
for development and of food 
grains to stave off famine. 

An official mission is going 
to Europe this month to buy 
mechanical handling equipment 
such as forklift trucks, powered 
and mobile cranes. 
Despite the grave shortage of 
foreign exchange, which is forc- 
ing the Government to seek 
deferred terms of payment for 
many imports, this mission has 
been given ready cash so that 
equipment can be obtained with- 
out delay. 

At the same time, port work- 
ing is being reorganized to meet 
the situation, which has caused 
heavy delays to ships and costs 
shippers and importers large 
sums of money, 


Serious Congestion 

These emergency measures 
have been forced by the bad 
congestion which developed in 
all the major ports last summer. 
In August, in Calcutta, which 
handles over onethird of 
India’s total seaborne trade, 34 
import vessels and 24 export 
vessels were waiting for berths 
at one time. By October, the 
figure had been reduced to 14 
import vessels and five export 
vessels. But there is the cons- 
tant threat of renewed conges- 
tion, particularly now that au- 
tumn droughts which have 
caused serious crop failures, 
are forcing the Government to 
increase its food imports. 

According to shipping circles 
the primary reason for last 
summer’s crisis in the ports was 
that steel and food imports had 
not been phased with the result 


‘that many shipments arrived 


simultaneously and were too 
much for the facilities available. 
In addition, there is usually a 
slowdown in working during the 
monsoon from July to Septem- 
ber, while the labor output is 
comparatively low at all times. 
Colombo Plan Team 

At India’s request, the Colom- 
bo Plan has sent a team of ex- 
perts headed by Sir Eric Mill- 
borne, shipping adviser to Brit- 
ain’s Ministry of Transport, to 
Suggest means of removing and 
preventing congestion. They 
are expected to suggest special 
facilities for handling food 
grains. and export ores, which 
tend to take a disproportionate 
amount of time. 

In the case of food grains, the 
Government's difficulty has been 
that it has never been able to 
build up the reserve stocks it 
required. Periodic scarcities 
in various areas have forced a 
“ship-to-mouth” policy which 
Trevented proper phasing of im- 
ports. 

Alongside the emergency meas- 
ures now being taken, the 
Government has long-term deve- 
lopment plans, which are being 
appraised by an expert mission 
preparatory to a loan by the 


Tariff Extension 
Reject Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Two 
members of the Senate Finance 
Committee Tuesday predicted 
congressional rejection of a 
proposal to extend presidential 
tariff cutting powers for five 
years. 

Both Senators George Smath- 
ers (D-Fa.), and Ralph Fian- 
ders (R-Vt.), said the President 
may have to settle for a one- 
year extension. In any event, 
Smathers said the committee 
“will take a long look at the 
record” before taking any ac- 
tion. 

Deputy Undersecretary of 
State C. Douglas Dillon called 
for an extension of the re- 
ciprocal trade agreement pro- 
gram “for at least five years” 
in a speech to the National 
Foreign Trade Council in New 
York Monday. 

The President’s authority to 
trade American tariff cuts for 
euts in the tariffs of other coun- 
tries will end June 30 unless 
extended.

World Bank. The mission is led 
by M. Posthuta, chief engineer 
of the port of Rotterdam. 


In the first Five-Year Plan, 
from 1951 to 1956, port capacity 
was increased to more than 20 
million tons a year. In the sec- 
ond Five-Year Plan, which is 
now under way, 400 million 
rupees (30 million sterling) has 
been allocated for work on the 
major ports of Calcutta, Bom- 
bay, Madras, Cochin and Kan- 
dla. The work to which this 
money has been allocated is ex- 
pected to cost in all about 760 
million rupees (57 million sterl- 
ing). In addition, about 50 mil- 
lion rupees (3,750,000 sterling) 
has been set aside to develop 
about 18 minor ports to help 
to relieve the burden on the big 
ones. 


The work includes major 
schemes for new docks, jetties, 
and repair berths, dredging of 
channels, electrification of 
cranes, and erection of staff 
quarters, as well as consolida- 
tion and improvement of exist- 
ing facilities. 


Japanese Delegation 


A Japanese delegation is visit- 
ing India to discuss the possibil- 
ity of Japan assisting in devel- 
oping port and railway facilities 
in new areas from which Japan 
is anxious to obtain iron ore. 
India is willing to let Japan 
have the ore, but has said that 
assistance is needed in develop- 
ing the export outlets, 


Intimately connected with the 
problem of speedy handling in 
the ports is a well-developed 
railway system. India’s rail- 
way system, which is state-own- 
ed, is one of the biggest in the 
world but it is facing a constant 
struggle to meet the demands of 
development. Nearly 10,000 
million rupees (750 million ster- 
ling) has been allocated in the 
second Five-Year Plan to rail- 
way development, and _ the 
World Bank has given loans in 
Japanese yen, pounds sterling, 
Italian lire, United States dol- 
lars, and various European cur- 
rencies totaling $90 million to 
finance purchases of equipment 
abroad. 


Human Factor 


But whatever is done in the 
sphere of physical development 
of ports and communications, 
the human factor remains of 
key importance. Efforts are be- 
ing made to improve the work- 
ing of dock labor and to pre 
vent stoppages which are often 
very costly to everyone con- 
cerned. 


The piecework system, which 
means payment by results, has 
already been introduced in 
Bombay, and is working rea- 
sonably well. It is to be ex- 
tended to Calcutta and other 
ports, though in Calcutta es- 
necially, where labor has al- 
Ways been more difficult to 
deal with, the port workers’ 
representatives have not yet 
declared themselves satisfied 
with the system proposed, 


The piecework system is be- 
ing so organized that it means 
increased earnings to port 
workers, while steps have been 
taken to give workers greater 
security than they had as 
casual laborers. Facilities such 
as quarters, canteens, and so on 
are being built up. 


Minnesotans Feted

MANILA (Kyodo-UP)—Min- 
nesota Gov. Orville L. Freeman 
Monday urged closer economic 
ties between his state and the 
Philippines. 


“We have much to learn from 
one another,” the visiting U.S. 
official told a group of business- 
men at a Manila hotel luncheon. 

“We have come to develop 
trade and industry between the 
Philippines and my state keep- 
ing in mind that we are here 
to observe and to learn how 
we can assist in the Philippine 
economic growth,” he said. 


The luncheon was given in 
honor of Freeman and his 14- 
man trade delegation by the 
Chamber. of Commerce of the 
Philipipnes, the Philippine 
Chamber of Industries and 
other local trade organizations. 

Speaking extemporaneously, 
Freeman made _ special refer- 
ence to the rich raw natural 
resources which both the USS.

It has been some weeks 


now since we had our last 


Traffic Safety Week and things are assuredly back to nor- 
mal. Which means, of course, that our high accident. rate 
is continuing to spiral upward, like inflation. 


The reasons for this are

mobiles are continuing to multiply faster than the facilities 
to handle them are expanded. And precious little is being 
done to raise the public’s consciousness of the ever present 
and ever increasing dangers on the streets. 

This is especiaily noteworthy in the case of children. 
The number of youngsters killed or maimed in traffic is 


reported to be increasing too. 


Yet can we really blame 


the children in most cases? 


Certainly not. The little tots so often seen wandering 
alone out into the path of speeding vehicles cannot be held 
responsible. Their parents or whoever is supposed to be 
caring for them need to be reprimanded. 

And when it comes to children of school age, they are 
probably more traffic conscious than the average adult. 
This is because in school virtually everyday they get some 
sort of reminder about how to conduct themselves on the

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The Verdict in the Girard Case

nese court verdict convicting 
Army Specialist 3.C. William 5. 
Girard of killing a woman shell- 
picker last Jan, 30: 


JUDGMENT 


Nationality: The 
States of America. 

Residence: Headquarters Com- 
pany, Camp Drew Regional 
Headquarters, United. States 
Army, located at Koizumi, Oaza, 
Ohizumi-machi, Ora County, 
Gumma Prefecture. 

Army Specialist 3.C. William 
Girard born Aug. 11, 1935. 

With regard to the above ac- 
cused in connection with the al- 
leged case of bodily injury re- 
sulting in death, this court, has 
completed its deliberations with 
procurators Kakuichi Sugimoto, 
Kaname Ohira and “Yoshiro 
Konawa attending and passes 
judgment as follows: 

Judgment 

The accused is sentenced to 
three years of imprisonment 
with hard labor. 

However, the above sentence 
shall be suspended for a period

of four years from the date of 


this judgment. 

Of the expenses in the court 
proceedings, that part paid to 
witnesses shall be borne by the 
accused, 

Reason 

(Facts, which constitute the 
crime) 

1. Brief biography of the 
accused: 

The accused was born on Aug. 
11, 1935, in the city of Streator, 
Illinois, the United States of 
America. After completing 
eight vears of elementary school 
and one year of middle school, 
the accused volunteered for 
service in the United States 
Army and entered service. 

As a so-called member of the 
United States Army, as stipu- 
lated in the Administrative 
Agreement based on Article III 
of the Security Treaty _conclud- 
ed between Japan and the 
United States, he entered Japan 
in April 1954 and after serving 
in a unit stationed in Hokkaido, 
he transferred to Camp WhiCt- 
tington, located in Nikajiri Vil- 
lage, Onsato County, Saitama 
Prefecture in September of the 
same year. 

Since then, he has been sta- 
tioned at the same camp. At 
the time this incident took place, 
the accused belonged to F Com- 
pany, 2nd Battalion, 8th Cavalry 
Regiment, ist United States 
Cavairy Division, where he 
served as automobile driver as 
specialist third class, Follow- 
ing this, he was transferred to 
the abovementioned unit, where 
he is now serving, 

2. The situation surrounding 
the exercise on the morning of 
the day of the incident: 

On Jan. 30, 1957, the accused 
participated as a rifleman in the 
exercise of 30-odd officers and 
men of the above F Company 
which took place at Camp Weir 
maneuver area located at Soma 
Village, Gumma County, Gumma 
Prefecture. (The name of the 
village was that applied to it at 
the time of the. inciden’. It is 
so named whenever it is refer- 
red to in the succeeding pass- 
ages. This Camp Weir maneuver 
area is located on the southeast 
slope of Mount Haruna and is 
the old Somagahara maneuver 
area of the old Japanese Im- 
perial Army with an area of 
seven million tsubo.) 

The exercise commenced at 
around 8 a.m, on the same morn- 
ing from the vicinity of Ontake- 
yama, located at Hirobaba, Oaza, 
Soma Village, in the above ma- 
neuver area, involving live am- 
munition firing with rifles and 
light machineguns, (Ontake- 
yama is known by the Ameri- 
can forces as Shrine Hill. The 
names in brackets in the suc- 
ceeding passages are the place 
names as known to the Ameri- 
can forces.) 

The exercise then passed 
over Tenjinyama (Chocolate 
Drop) situated at a distance of 
roughiy one kilometer to the 
northwest and then attacked 
Monomizuka (Hill 655, altitude 
roughly 655 meters), located 
roughly 200 meters to the north- 
west from Chocolate Drop. A 
little after 11 a.m., the morning 
exercise was ended for the time 
being and the participants re- 
cessed in the vicinity of Hill 655 
for lunch, 

3. The relation between U.S. 
officers and men and brass pick- 
ers: 

In the first place, Japanese 
and American authorities had 
previously set up at strategic 
points in the area surrounding 
the maneuver area off limits

addition, whenever exercises 
were to be held, the residents in 
the area were notified through 
the channels concerned and, at 
the same time, on the actual day 
of the maneuver red flags were 
flown at specified points around 
the maneuver area—points, 
which could be seen easily. 
Further, warnings were 


issued banning entry into thegattacked 2nd Lt.

maneuver area because 
danger, while local units of the 
Japanese National Police under- 
took various measures to keep 
out the general populace from 
the maneuver area.

Girard 
moving about in their exercise. 
On the other hand, there were 
also those among American of- 
ficers and soldiers who well- 
meaningly gave large quantities 
of shell casings to these brass 
pickers. Consequently, the 
supervisory control of both 
the Japanese and Americans 
could not achieve the originally 
intended results, 

4, The situation regarding 
brass picking on the day of the 
incident; 

On the occasion of the exer- 
cise of F Company on Jan. 30, 
the day of the incident, at least 
over 60 to 70 brass pickers, 
violating the above-mentioned 
warnings, entered into the 
maneuver area from. about the 
time the exercise started, per- 
haps because they could pick 
up rifl. and light machinegun 
brass casings. Some of these 
scrap pickers attached them- 
Selves to the officers and men 
engaged in the exercise, some 
of the brass pickers jumped 
out in frent of the skirmish 
line, and some gathered around 
the vicinity of scorched Hght 
machineguns immediately after 
they had been fired and in 
their excessive engrossment to 
collect before the others the 
empty shell casings obstructed 
the execution: of the exercise 
and, at the same time, since 
they invited danger to the 
lives of the soldiers and the 
brass pickers themselves, the 
live ammunition exercise was 
halted. Such was the situation 
that the U.S. Army was forced 
to change its schedule to the 
use of blank ammunition in 
the afternoon exercise. : 

Following this, 2nd L4. 
Gigante’s unit changed places 
with 2nd Lt. Mohon’s unit, 
descended Hill 655 in order to 
engage in the same exercises 
as that completed by = IL. 
Mohon’s unit and started out 
in the direction of Shrine Hill. 

When this switchover oc- 
curred, 2nd Lt. Mohon took 
over from 2nd Lt. Gigante the 
custodianship of one light ma- 
chinegun and several field 
packets, etc., located in the vici- 
nity of the central part of the 
saddle midway between the 
east and west peaks of Hill 655. 

At that time, the officers and 
men under the command of 2nd 
Lt, Mohon had just completed 
the execution of the exercise 
described above and, since the 
majority of the men were 
quite tired out, 2nd Lt. Mohon 
and the others were taking a 
rest, each man assuming the 
posture of his liking, scattered 
about from the vicinity of the 
east peak to the east slope of 
Hill 655, 

5. Events leading to the oc- 
currence of the incident from 
the time of the start of exer- 
cises from the afternoon of the 
incident: 


Under such circumstances, F 
Company resumed its exercises 
from about 12:30 p.m. after 
noon lunch. The company was 
divided into two units, one 
under the command of 2nd Lt, 
(Billy) Mohon (Comyn, Texas), 
and the other under the com- 
mand of 2nd Lt. (William) 
Gigante (Detroit, Mich.). 

The accused belonged to 2nd 
Lt. Mohon’s unit. Under the 
command of 2nd Lt. Mohon, 
unit first arrived in the 
vicinity of Shrine Hill, started 
action from that spot and 
Gigante’s 
and in the 
neighborhood of the | east 
peak of Hill 655. In this 
exercise, the participants either 
crept forward, or shot blanks 
as they advanced. About the 
time they arrived in the vici- 
nity of the southwest foot of 
Hill 655 at 1:30 a.m., the at- 
tack was halted and all officers 
and men climbed the east peak 
of Hill 655. 

Then, 2nd Lt. Mohon ordered 
the accused and Specialist 3.C. 
Victor N. Nickel (Inkster, 
Mich.), who happened to be 
near him, to guard-the above- 
mentioned light machinegun 
and other items. Because of 
this order, the accused and 
Specialist 3.C. Nickel went to 
the saddle between the two 
peaks of Hill 655 and assumed 


their duty of guarding the 
light machinegun and other 
items while taking their rest. It 
so happened that just about 
that time, several brass pickers 
at the least, were gathered on 
the east slope of the west peak 
of Hill 655 and in the neigh- 
borhood of the south slope, as 
if maintaining watch over the 
developments of the exercise 
and the actions of the officers 
and soldiers, all the while 
watching for the chance to 
pick shells. 

Immediately after assuming 
his guard duty, Specialist 3.C. 
Nickel collected the empty rifle 
cartridge casings and began 
throwing them down toward 
the lower part of the south 
elope of the saddle in question. 
While Nickel was repeating this 
action several times, the ac- 
cused made Nickel throw shell 
casings toward a spot on the 
south slope of the saddle not 
far from where the accused 
was located. Then, the accused 
faced toward the brass pickers 
waiting on the east slope of the 
west peak, signaled with his 
hand and called to them, point- 
ing to the spot where the above 
casings had been thrown out. 
At this, one of the brass pick- 
ers descended the slope, ran to 
the spot and began picking up 
shells. At the same time, an- 
other brass picker, Naka (born 
Aug. 13, 1910), wife of Akikichi 
Sakai, farmer, of 2, No. 654, 
Oaza Kashiwagizawa, Soma 
Village, ran to the same place 
from the vicinity of the north 
side of the western end of the 
saddle and started picking up 
brass cartridges. At this in- 
stance, the accused, Girard, 
pointed to a foxhole in the 
neighborhood of the western 
end of the saddle and said: 

“Mama-san, daijobi. Takusan 
brass, stay.” With this the ac- 
cused made the above woman 
understand that there was a2 
large quantity of brass in the 
above-mentioned foxhole and 
that she could pick them up. 
Thereby, the accused made the 
woman approach the foxhole. 
(The time is believed to be 
around 1:50 p.m.). Then the 
accused inserted deep into the 
mouth of a grenade launcher 
(taken into custody of said 
court as item five of number 80 
for 1957) attached to the muz- 
zie of the M-1 rifle in his pos- 
session (taken into custody by 
said court as item four of num- 
ber 80 for 1957) an empty rifle 
cartridge (taken into custody 
by said court as item three of 
number 80 for 1957) with a 
length of roughly 62.6 mili- 
meters and 11.9 milimeters in 
diameter at the base end, and 
after loading a blank cartridge, 
he suddenly turned toward the 
above woman and, at the same 
time as shouting, “Get out of 
here,” he ran toward the fox- 
hole, thereby threatening the 
woman. 

Naka Sakai, surprised at this, 
scrambled out of the foxhole 
escape in a _ northwesterly 
direction. The accused fired 
the blank shell, aiming at 
the vicinity of the woman 
from a distance of about 10 
meters. As a result of the gas 
pressure from this blank shell, 
the above cartridge casing was 
propelled out. Thereby, the ac- 
cused inflicted violence on the 
said woman, And, unexpected- 
ly, the above shell casing hit 
the woman in the seventh inter- 
eostal region of her back, pene- 
trating her body. , 

Thereby, the accused caused 
the woman to suffer a lacera- 
tion of her aorta as a result 
of a culdesac wound penerating 
from the left side of her back 
to the upper back of her 
descending aorta for a distance 
of il .wentimeters in length, 
Because of the hemorrhage 
from this laceration, the ac- 
cused did cause Naka Sakai to 
lose her life immediately and 
on the spot, 


Index of Evidence 

(At this point, the judges 
listed all the exhibits and evi- 
dence in the case, including au- 
topsy reports, reports of in- 
spections of the scene of the 
erime, reports of statements 
collected by prosecutors in ad- 
vance of the trial and used by 
the court in reaching its ver- 
dict, and pre-trial statements of 
Nickel and Girard.) 

When the above evidence is 
put together, the facts pointed 
out by the court are sufficient 
to sustantiate the crime of the 
accused, 


Evaluation of the Defense 


Argument 


The defense, in viewing the 
offense in this case, have re 
garded it as a crime resulting 
from an act done in the course 
of official duty as stipulated in 
Article 17, paragraph 3 (A), II 
of the Administrative Agree- 
ment, based on Article 3 of the 
Security Treaty between the 
United States and Japan, and, 
on this premise, have advocated 
that the military authorities of 
the United States have the 
right of primary jurisdiction in 
this case. The defense further 
have contended that although 
the United States of America 
has notified Japan that they 
will not exercise jurisdiction in 
this case, this notification dif- 
fers from the case in which the 
primary right of jurisdiction is 
waived at the request of the 
Japanese authorities and thus, 
the above notification must be 
regarded naturally as meaning 
that Japan has obtained the 
right of secondary jurisdiction. 

However, regardless of wheth- 
er in this case, the crime result- 
ed from an act carried out in 
the course of official duty, this 
is the case, on the basis of Arti- 
cle 17, paragraph I (A) and 
(B), where Japan's right of 
jurisdiction is concurrent with 
the jurisdictional right of mili- 
tary authorities of the United 


States, Thus, in this case, the 
terms of paragraph three of the 
above article apply. Thus, since 
the military authorities of the 
United States notified Japan in 
a letter dated May 17, 1957, in 
accordance with (C) paragraph 
3 Of the above article, to the 
effect that they would not ex- 
ercise criminal jurisdiction in 
this case, it stands to reason 
that this should be interpreted 
as the United States military au- 
thorities having lost Japan 
jurisdiction over this case. 


Further, the above notifica- 
tion of nonexercise of jurisdic- 
tion differs, as advocated by the 
defense, from the case of waiv- 
ing jurisdiction at the réquest 
of the authorities of other na- 
tions, in other words, from the 
case stipulated in the latter part 
of (C) paragraph 3 of the above 
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Yuzo Kawachi 
article. However, it must be 
said that either of the above 
cases is absolutely the same 
thing as far as the loss of juris- 


diction by the United States 
military authorities in Japan. 


Consequently, there is not a 
single point of doubt on the 
exercise of jurisdiction held by 
a Japanese court in this case 
under the terms of Article 17, 
paragraph 1 (B) of the Admin- 
istrative Agreement. 

Thus, the question of whether 
Japanese authorities or whether 
U.S. military authorities have 
the primary right of exercising 
court jurisdiction in this case 
is already a thing of the past 
and there is no profit in dilat- 
ing further on this point. 

Thus, from an absolute point 
of view, there is no need for 
judgment on whether this is a 
case of a crime that occurred 
in the course of the performance 
of official'duty or not. 


However in another sense, 
since the court recognizes that 
it is an important point of con- 
tention, the court will make a 
statement on this point as fol- 
lows: 

In other words, although the 
court is able to recognize that 
this case took place during the 
performance of official duty and 
that it occurred in the place of 
duty, the case has no connec- 
tion whatever with the per- 
formance of the duty of guard- 
ing a light machinegun, etc., 
on the order of a senior officer. 

Thus, ®& is self-evident from 
the facts found by this court 
that the act was not committed 
in the process of carrying out 
one’s official duty. However, as 
is clear from the various 
evidence listed above, the court 
does not recognize the existence 
of any concrete anxiety in this 
case of the light machinegun 
or field packets being stolen b 
brass pickers or being damaged. 
Rather, the brass pickers were 
only intent on collecting ex- 
pended cartridges. 

It is for this reason, that the 
accused, together with Army 
Specialist 3.C. Nickel who was 
ordered with the accused to 
guard duty, was resting at a 
place toward the eastern part 
of the saddle a little distance 
removed from the location of 
the light machinegun, and, as 
indicated in the court findings, 
is to be regarded as having 
thrown a number of empty 
cartridges a number of times 
without any specific meaning or, 
in other words, just to pass 
the time awey. 

Further, the fact the accused 
fired at brass pickers is not 
limited to the case of Naka 
Sakai alone, as indicated in the 
findings of the court. Just prior 
to this, there is the fact that 
also in the case of Eiji (Hide- 
tsugu Onozeki), one of the brass 
pickers mentioned in the court 
findings, who descended down 
the east slope of the west peak, 
the accused ran toward him and 
aiming at the back of the said 
brass picker, who surprised at 
this was running away, and in 
the court . findings fired an 
empty cartridge at him. 

Such actions as inviting brass 
pickers to approach and then of 
chasing them away cannot in 
any sense be regarded as a per- 
formance of official duty. Fur- 
thermore, the firing of a blank 
cartridge by inserting an empty 
cartridge in a grenade launcher 
and thereby projecting the cas- 
ing is a practice that is not per- 
mitted by the U.S. military 
authorities as damaging to 
weapons. 

In addition, the firing of blank 
cartridges at close distances to- 
ward any person without cause 
is also forbidden. 

In this case before the court, 
the action cannot but be regard- 
ed as excessive mischief, com- 
pletely irrelevant to the perfor- 
mance of the duty of guarding 
light machineguns etc., and hav- 
ing no subjective of objective 
relationship—an action simply 
carried out for the sole purpose 
of satisfying the momentary 
ecaprice of the accused himself. 
Thus, this case cannot be accept- 
ed as contended by the defense, 
as corresponding to a lawful 
action as stipulated in Article 
35 of the Criminal Code. 

Next (with regard to the de- 
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I rights, 
on the condition that the stipu- 
lation of paragraph one of Arti- 
cle 17 of the above Administra- 
tive Agreement is conformed to, 
in this case, the authorities of 
Japan did not show to the mili- 
tary authorities the statements 
made by Tatsuo Kanai and five 
other witnesses and instituted 
court proceedings in violation of 
the stipulation of mutual assist- 
ance concerning the submission 
and collection of evidence and 
concerning the investigation of 
crime by the authorities of both 
countries as stipulated in para- 
graph six (a) of the above 
agreement and the contention 
that as a result, Japan does not 
have jurisdiction, let us pass 
judgment. 


According to relevant materi- 
al, the -military authorities of 
the United States did not re- 
quest the Japanese authorities to 
submit the above documentary 
evidential material and the au- 
thorities of Japan did not re- 
cognize such a necessity and 
did not voluntarily offer this 
evidence. Consequently, it is 
clear that the United States mili- 
tary authorities have not re 
ceived these materials from the 
authorities of Japan. However, 
the intent of the stipulations in 
Article 17 paragraph 6 (a) does 
not demand that the authorities 
of either country must submit 
to the authorities of the other 
country all the _ evidential 
material on the case concerned. 
The stipulations are to be inter- 
preted as indicating that it is 
sufficient to merely show materi- 
al within the scope deemed 
hecessary in the disposal of the 
case concerned. Further, the 
court does not recognize the de- 
fense contention that the above 
mentioned evidential is material 
of such importance as to gravely 
affect the disposition of this 
present case. Even if it assumes 
that this is not so of this pres- 
ent case, the court recognizes 
that the military authorities of 
the United States either knew or 
could have found out about the 
existence and the content of the 
Said material at the time the in- 
vestigation of the case in ques- 
tion was being carried out. Thus, 
the fact that the authorities of 
Japan did not show this evid- 
ence to the military authorities 
of the United States, without be- 
ing asked to present them, does 
not mean that there was any 
failing in the mutual assistance 
stipulated in Article 17 para- 
graph 6 (a) of the above Admin- 
istrative Agreement. Thus, the 
above contention has no reason 
and cannot be accepted. 


(Application of the Law 
and Circumstances of 
the Crime) 


The actions of the accused, as 
determined by the court, cor- 
respond to the crime of bodily 
injury resulting in death of Arti- 
cle 205, paragraph 1 of the 
specified penal term. 


Now, let us examine the cir- 
cumstance involved. 

In the first place, the accused 
in this case used his weapon in 
an improper manner for an un- 
lawful purpose and invited the 
grave result of bringing about 
the loss of human life. The 
circumstances of the crime have 
elements that are not necessari- 
ly light. 

However, the following can be 
regarded as causing the case in 
point: 

Despite the efforts of the au- 
thorities, brass pickers violating 
Warnings against entry, went 
into the maneuver area during 
exercises on their own, placed 
their lives, which should have 
been held precious, in dangerous 
circumstances for the sake of 
greed and became engrossed in 
picking scrap. On the other 
hand, a part of the brass pick- 
ers and a part of the American 
soldiers mutually became fami- 
liar .tuward each other beyond 
the bounds of moderation. And, 
as a result, it was possible to 
foresee the occurrence of such 
an unfortunate incident as in 
the case now before the court 
as a result of wilful mischief. 

On the day of the incident 
itself, the exercise was execut- 
ed under such conditions and 
the brass pickers themselves 
who acted as they wanted with- 
out order or discipline, mixing 
among the officers and soldiers 
participating in the exercise, 
cannot escape being shoulder- 
ed with the burden of half the 
criticism. 

It is not appropriate to place 
the entire responsibility for the 
incident in said case only upon 
a simple soldier, the accused, 
immature .as is his thinking. 

Further, it is to be recogniz- 
ed, that at the time of the exer- 
cise in question, the accused 
borrowed the rifle of a certain 
noncommissioned officer, the 
deputy commander of his 
squad, because the rifle which 
the accused had was out of or- 
der, and it is to be recognized 
that such a rifle is carried or- 
dinarily by squad leaders and 
deputy squad leaders, being 
equipped with grenade launch- 
ers which are not carried by 
privates. It is also recognized, 
as a result of this, that the rifle 
caused the accused to give way 
to a childish whim, which in 
turn gave rise to the case in 
court. 

Further, there is no evidence 
anywhere that the accused spe- 
cifically looked down on brass 
pickers or that the accused aim- 
ed and shot his rifle with the 
intention of hitting Naka Sa- 
kal’s body. 

And, the fact that not only 
the resulting death but even 
the projected empty cartridge 
hitting its mark was such an 
unexpected happening to the 
accused can easily be deduced 
from the confusion and conster- 
nation of the accused imme 
diately after this incident arose. 

Further, it is to be recogniz- 
ed that the military authorities 
of the United States have 
shown anxiety in the future of 
the bereaved family of Naka 


: “You kids ‘ean howl at the 
little satellite—the big one is 
for dogs!” 


Arms to Tunisia 


LONDON/BBC Via _Radio- 
press—The vexed question of 
arms for Tunisia continues to 
dominate the editorial column. 
The Observer, independent, 
writes of the French claim that 
Britain and America by sending 
a small quantity of arms to 
Tunisia have offended against 
Atlantic solidarity. But says the 
Observer, far from offending 
they have acted in the common 
interest of the Atlantic commu- 
nity, including that ultimately 
of France. 

And the paper argues that the 
tensions between France and 
Tunisia is after all only a con- 
sequence of French refusal to 
admit the possibility of Algerian 
independence. The ultimately 
hopeless war of repression in 
Algeria has brought the French 
state to the verge of bankruptcy 
and the machinery of govern- 
ment almost to a standstill. 

French policy in Algeria has 
gravely weakened the position 
of the whole Atlantic communi- 
ty, economically, politically, 
militarily and most of all moral 
ly. The Observer feels that the 
kind of Atlantic solidarity de- 
manded by the French amounts 
to nothing less than unquestion- 
ing support of this self-destruc- 
tive policy. Solidarity implies 
consultations on all policies 
affecting common interests. 

No member of the alliance 
can be committed by the 


‘unilateral-folly of another mem- 


ber. 
The Sunday Times, conserva- 
tive, also speaks of the implicit 
French view that it is the duty 
of the allies of France to concur 
in her external policy. But 
argues the Sunday Times no 
common policy is possible with- 
out a common organ for mak- 
ing it and pursuing it. 

In the present context, this 
would mean that the policy of 
the NATO countries toward 
Tunisia should be framed not 
by the sovereign governments 
individually but by a standing 


’ conference if nothing more sub- 


stantial of the group as a whole. 
This is hardly what France is 
ready to accept. 

The left wing Reynolds News 
comments we in Britain cannot 
afford to throw stones at the 
French, but on this issue it 
would be a disaster as bad as 
Suez to allow French anti-Arab 
feelings to dictate policy to- 
ward to Tunisia. We want to be 
friends with France, but not 
on the principle of my friend 
right or wrong, and on this is- 
sue France is hopelessly in the 
wrong.

Further, the court feels that 
the accused himself has ade- 
quately repented of his former 
crimes and feels there .is no 
fear of a repetition of this 
crime. 


Further, when the accused’s
